make money do a double duty , .helping the government to beat the k aiser 
and at the same time feeding the millions of starving Armenians and 
Sy rians in western Asia.

We, however, meanwhile, must have in New York money or se­ 
curity with which to guarantee these drafts. 
Liberty bonds, if placed in 
our hands, will (1) give full undiminished support 
to the government in 
prov iding prov isions and munitions to win the war; (2 ) provide food for 
thousands of women and children who otherwise not Improbably will 


perish.” 
It’s an ex cellent plan. 
Can’t a number of people in Dixon buy bonds, 
thus helping the government to finance the war, then send them to the 
American Committee for Armenian and Sy rian Relief to do another duty 


to some of the principal sufferers from the war?

Farm ers! Get Your Seed Corn Now 
pARM ERS of Illinois are lagging In mak ing k nown their seed corn needs 
to the State Seed Corn Administration, and as the day s go by the seed 
situation g rows more serious, according to Wifliam G. Eck hardt, State Seed 


Corn Administrator. 
“ It seems that a g reat number of farmers are doing what the proverbial 
Christmas shopper does in failing to observe the, ‘Do y our Christmas shop­ 
ping early ’ slog an," said Mr. Eck hardt. 
“The most important thing for 
the farmer to do rig ht now, if Illinois food production is to be at its patriotic 


max imum, is to prov ide himself with seed corn.” 
The seed corn administration, at 120 West Adams Street, Chicago, is 
now ready to fill requests for state tested seed corn. 
The State Council of 
Defense Food Production and Conservation Committee has arranged with 
bankers in all counties, as well as with all county seed corn administrators, 


to collect seed corn and distribute it. 
“ Seed corn may be obtained now from the various county adminis­ 
trators directly or from my office," said Mr. Eck hardt. 
“ But if we do not 
know the lagging farmers’ needs before the first of May we won’t have the 
corn. 
So my plea to the farmers of the state is, ‘Do y our seed corn order 


ing now’." 


W heat Allowance Cut in Two 
•pH E United States Food Administration has made wheatless day s and 
wheatless meals optional in private homes. 
But that does not mean 
the lid has been tak en off. 
It only means that the question o. which day or 
meal shall be wheatless Is left to the individual household. 
In other words, the Food Administration has made the reduction of 
wheat consumption a test of good citizenship. 
Each citizen in the land is 
asked, as a good American, to cut his individual wheat consumption to a 
pound and a half a week . That means to cut the ordinary , peace-time con 
sumption in two. 
It doesn’t m atter on what day or what meals that is 
done, just so it is done. 
In that regard the Food Administration say s: 
“ In mak ing optional the observ ance of wheatless day s in private homes 
the Food Administration lifted no restrictions upon the consumption of 
wheat products. 
It is merely ask ing the American people to reduce their 
per capita consumption to not more than 1 1-2 pounds per week , 
* 
* 
“This is an absolute military necessity . 
The method of saving is being 
left entirely to the individual. 
If It can be done without foregoing the use 
of wheat at any specified meal or on any day , the Food Administration s 
urg ent plea for further conservation will be carried out to the letter.”

p artm ent absolute control of the la­

It is not intend ed for the p resent, 
at least, to p ut men between the ages 
of 18 and 21 and between 30 and 5 0 
into the army .

U nd er the~p T&nThe w ar d ep a rt­ 
m ent would be able to shift labor to 
m eet any situation, to p rovid e every 
single man necessary for w ar work, 
and to p ut to w ork every man in the 
United States not engaged in an effec 
tive occup ation and who m ight be re ­ 
quired for w ar work.

are no t fo u nd. Ho me o f these skeleto ns 
stand sev en feet hig h. Skeleto ns were 
fo u nd in a ly ing po sitio n, with knees 
drawn u p. 
W itho u t do u bt, these peo ­ 
ple belo ng ed to the sto ne ag e in Japan 
—-30,000 y ears ag o , at least. 
While 
making the ex cav atio n, sto ne imple­ 
ments, earthenware and two co pper a r­ 
ro wheads were fo u nd. 
It is tho u g ht 
this find may establish a link between 
the sto ne and bro nze ag es in pre­ 
histo ric Japan. 
This disco v ery rev o ­ 
lu tio nizes archeo lo g ical theo ries o f pre­ 
histo ric Japan.—E ast and West News.

T h e origin of the toothsome variety 
of pa stry known technica lly and p ra c­

denced by the distinct recollection of 
men now app.-oaching the period o f the 
sere and yellow lea f o f the apple pies

Ea rly Egyptia n Ma ps. 
Maps originally appeared a m ong the 
ea rly Egyptians.
